Conflicting Reports as to the Com- 
of the Battle. 



Arc (Tied With Deadly Effect. 

Usiostown, Pa.. May 25.— At day- 
break Thursday morning the battlt 
which had been threatened at the 
Stickle Hollow mines of the Washing 
ton Coal A Coke Co., for the past few 
days, occurred and as a result, at least 
three strikers are lying dead uud u hall 
dozen are seriously wounded. The ex- 
act number of killed and wounded can 
not be ascertained yet. as they were 
carried off the ground m they were 
mowed down by the 50 Winchester* 
guarding the plants. 

Shortly before midnight L'.OOO strik- 
ers BSscmMed at the Stickle Hollow 
plouts. coming from Luc> villi-, Kay 
ette City, Treport, Alrenport and 
many other points on the tteejotlfa> 
hela river. Home of them were armed, 
but the majority were not. They 
went into camp near the plant, where 
they remained until about 3 o'clock 
Thursday morning, when they ad- 
• journed to the public road leading to 
the works over which the workmen 
would have to pass to the pit. 

Here they formed a line BO intereept 
the workmen and attempt to pet them 
to return home. According to pro- 
t'r:i in me they stopped the llrst (telega* 
tiori of miners, und after a little per- 
Mission, induced them to join the 
strike. The men turned buck, and 
alHiul the time they were starting 
homeward with their dinner buckets, 
the deputies, who were on gunrd and 



shoot, They fired three volleys into 
the mob at a close range, and tired to 
kill. 

The first volley brought forth no re- 
sponse from the strikers, who were 
thought to be well armed, but instead 
thev ran in every direction, leaving the 

dead and wounded lying in the publfc 
road. The deputies* followed with tw. 
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ttcmpts this week to liring out the 
men working, bnt were not su>ves-.ful. 
Ariimu'eincnts were made Wednesday 
whereby the strikers from the fourth 
poo] would meet the Yougliiogheny 
mcu und attack Washington Hun in a 
body. Seven hundred men left here at 
1 1 o'clock Wednesday night ami were 
joined by squads from Mil by.

The Strikers Armed With Rocks, Club; 



It and Several Deputies Berloosl; 
a Turn City In the Hands of 
the Mob. and the Worst Possible 



LaSaujUH- , May 25 - I.aSalle was ii 
the hands of a howling mob Thursda; 
night, and the very worst possibh 
trouble Is expected. 

The rioters were incited into a per- 
fect fury by the presence of Shcrif) 
Taylor anil his handful of deputies 
who were on guard at the different 
shafts all day. About 3 o'clock Thurs- 
duy afternoon the strikers held a meet 
ing in the east end of I*»9alle, and an 
hour later marched to the LaSallc 
shaft, where, without cause, a bloody 
riot was commenced by the Poles and 
Dagos who, armed with all kind.' 
of weapons, and carrying nrmfuls oi 
rocks, clubs and missies, attacked the 
sheriff and his posse of forty deputies. 
The strikers opened fire, and It was re 
turned by the sheriff and deputies un- 
til all their ammunition was gone 
when they had to fly for refuge. It if 
not known how many of the rioters 
have been injured. Some of them may- 
be fatally shot. but. being all foreign- 
ers, nothing can be learned of their 
condition. 

Sheriff Taylor is pummclcd badly, 
and is lying in the Harrison house, at- 
tended by doctors. Deputy Thomas- 
Walters, "of Ottawa, was shot in the 
loins und may die. He was sent home. 
Deputy Thos. Hoolihan. Ottawa, was 
shot in the calffof the leg. Deputy 
.lohn Dwere. Ottawa, was thrown into 
a cellar and has his spine budly in- 
jured. All the other deputies were 
more or less bruised with rocks and 
clubs, not one of them escaping with- 

Sheriff Taylor displayed wonderful 
nerve and combative spirit. When all 
the deputies had been forced back, 
some of whom fled when their ammuni- 
tion was gone, yet the sheriff stood his 
ground against 500 maniacs, and 
tinned tiring with a revolver in each 
hand. He was the last to quit the 
fight, and escaped bv going into a house 
and dodging the crazed minera 

The success of the strikers in their 
riot seemed to infuriate them until 
they lost their heads completely, and 
they have since been parading the 
streets, howling and raising pande- 
monium.
